Clubs and individuals from Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Arizona, Idaho, IMi- 
nois and as far away as Montreal, 
Canada came to take part in the fun. 
There were the traditional contests, 
presided over by the Committee, and 
we noted happily than only one uni- 
form club wore the traditional “Ges- 
tapo” garb. Mostly their costumes re- 
sembled colorful marching band uni- 
forms. 

If the number of enthusiasts at the 
Death Valley Run keeps increasing at 
its present rate, we wonder if the 
desert will become too small to hold 
them all. Should this ever become a 
problem, the Committee will no doubt 
solve it, as they have never been 
stumped in the past.

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CHAMPIONSHIP RACE 


Eddie Mulder bounced back after 
a bad spill in the dash to close out 
the 1965 Ascot T.T. season with a 
flag to flag win in the big 20-Lap 
California State T.T. Championship 
race Saturday night at Ascot. 

Eddie came close to missing his 
second big title of the year when he 
got off his Triumph hard in the first 
turn of the trophy dash. Alert flag- 
gers untangled him but he missed the 
dash. 

Mulder was in command all the 
way in the 20-lap championship race. 
Dorresteyn made a bid midway in the 
race to overtake the flying Mulder 
but a sour engine dropped him back 
to third. Hammer was second. 

Besides winning the state title, 
Mulder also took the high point hon- 
ors for the second straight year. 

Jim Nicholson added to his all 
around laurels by winning the ama- 
teur final for Harley-Davidson. Two 
near-crashes nearly cancelled his 
hopes but his closest challenger, Gene 
Romero didn’t profit by Jim’s errors. 

Romero won his heat for his 13th 
straight win before losing the track 
to Nicholson in the red-hot opening 
lap of the final. Finding himself 
pushed back in last place, Gene real- 
ly poured it before crashing. 

The best race of the night was for 
the novice state title. Honda-riding 
half miler Ron Kruseman, for the 
first time this year in TT racing, won 
his heat, then came back to win the 
dash over Rich Thorwaldson. 

It was all Kruseman in the final 
until his engine started that tell tale 
miss that slowed his pace. 

Ron still held off repeated chal- 
lenges by Thorwalson and looked like 
the winner, on one cylinder, until the 
final lap when Rich eased past to 
win by a narrow margin.

TANNER HOLDS OFF 
H-D SWEEP 


Sammy Tanner is a frontrunner. 
Let him get an early lead, and you 
won’t get close enough to smell his 
exhaust. But beat him out of the 
first turn, keep him back in third 
or fourth place the first few laps and 
you won’t have to worry about him 
the rest of the race. He won’t get 
close enough’‘to smell your exhaust. 

At least that’s always been the 
theory at Ascot Park. 

Last Friday night, Tanner buried 
that theory—and the hopes of four 
determined opponents. 

Sambo started the 15-lap main 
event in the back row, and spent the 
first two laps well back in the pack 
while three Harley-Davidson riders 
—Mel Lacher,Cal. Rayborn and Bruce 
-Holland—dueled for the lead. None 
of the three had ever won an Ascot 
main. and as they continued to pull 
away from the field, it appeared one 
of them was bound to gain his maiden 
victory. 

But at the end of lap five, Tanner 
moved by Holland to take third. On 
lap four, he slid inside Rayborn. 
Crossing the finish line at the end 
of lap six, he shot by Lacher. The 
three Harley riders fell back, and 
Tanner breezed toward his 12th main 
event victory and 42nd win of 1965. 
Then another Harley-Davidson ace— 
20-mile national champion Mert Law- 
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will of San Francisco— started to 
move. He passed Guy Louis, Holland 
and Lacher with six laps to go. 
On lap 11, he passed Rayborn, and 
took over second. He continued to 
close on Tanner, gaining every lap, 
before time ran out and Sammy held 
him off at the flag by three lengths. 
Tanner’s win over the four Harley 
riders prevented the first Harley 
sweep in Ascot history. Earlier, H-D- 
mounted Barry Whitmore had upset 
Johnny Isaacs and Ron Kruseman for 
his first novice main event win of 
the year, and Harley-mounted Jim
